Persons remaining unregistered cannot lawfully be 
employed, and cannot draw wages for work done 
after June 22nd. Employers who keep unregistered 
persons in their employ will be liable for fines equal 
in amount to those recoverable from the unregistered

In a word—All persons remaining unregistered, and 
all persons having dealings with unregistered 
persons, knowing them to be such, incur heavy 
penalties under the law.

The 
order provides that on and after 
July 1st no person dealing whole- 
sale’'in meats, lard, cheese, butter, 
oleomargarine or eggs, in selling to 
a retail dealer, or others not whole- 
sale dealers, shall charge on each 
transaction more than 10 per-cent. 
over its cost price delivered to the 
warehouse. 

When salaried men are employ- 
ed in buying or when commission 
is paid, the charge for such incom: 
puting shall not exceed the recog 
nized charge for buying or the 
customary commission paid. 

In selling to another wholesale 
dealer the charge on such trans- 
action must not exceed the cost 
price by more than four per cent 

When selling prints of butter 
which have been moulded or cut 
by himself the wholesale dealer 
may be permitted to charge for aa- 
ditional moulding or cutting, but 
this price must not exceed three 
per cent. of the cost. 

In selling or storing eggs that 
have been candled by himself the 
wholesaler may add np to three 
cents per dozen to cover the cost 
of candling, cases tiilers and Joss 
from defective eggs. If he candles 
eggs for sale out of cold storage 
he may add not more than iabor 
and loss from defective eggs. 

When the produce dealt in has 
been stored or held for more than 
30 days, the cost of holding or ear- 
rying may be added to the cost 
price delivered to warehouse, and 
the cost of carrying may include 
storage at publi¢ tarriff rates, in- 
surance, interest at seven per cent 
and shrinkage. 

The dealer may at any time 
wake a list of separate lots of any 
articles of produce owned by hin 
showing quantity and cost and ne) 
average price so aseertained and 
the list may be used when selfing 
or storing, for the purpose of com

were put in operattion on roads 
near town, .Two miles south of 
Lacombe were graded, and the 
machines are now working on a 
stretch of 2 % miles north. The 
graders are drawn by a 30-60 hor- 
se-power Rumley Oil Oil Pull Trac- 
tor, provided by the Rumley Co. 
The demonstration was witnessed 
by a large number of farmers and 
,was considered most — suecessful. 
It is also a great demonstration 
of the pulling power of the Ruml- 
ey Oil Pull Tractor. This is a 


It pulls the 
two 12 foot graders with the great- 
est ease through bad ground and 
evidently cannot be given a load 
it cannot handle.

It would require a personal in- 
spection of the machinery in ac- 
tion to thoroughly understand the 
special equipment which is to do 
away with the horse graders and 
plows which have heretofore beeu 
used in road buliding ja this pro 
vinee. The new graders, whieh 


with; are made by the Adams Co. of In- 


dianapolis, are of heavy construc- 
tion, and are so built that the 
wheels can be set at any angle, as 
ean also the big twelve foot blade. 
The graders are set one behind 
the other so that the earth moved 
by the first is taken by the second 
grader and moved towards the 


lerown of the road. The heavy con- 


tsruction allows for using the gra- 
ders not only as graders but also 
to dig up the earth, thus doing a- 
way with the ploughs. One of the 
notable features of the graders 
is the device which makes it pos- 
sible to keep them in their proper 
position. 

In starting to make a new 
road the machines travel along 
the ditch side, going up one side 
and down the other, scooping out 
a ditch, and moving the earth to- 
wards the centre. On the second 
round the machine travels over the 
same ground, deepening the ditch 
On the third round, the outside, 
machine travels about three feet 
from the ditch and the second ma- 
chine moves the earth to the cen- 
tre of the road forming a ecrown.. 

A new feature of the new equi- 
pment is that the heavy engine 
packs the grade at the same time, 
breaking down the sod. A 26 foot 
road can be made in three rounds 
As the engine travels at a speed 
of two miles an hour, it 1s possib- 
le to build three miles of road dai- 
ly, as against one mile built by 
a sixteen horse outfit of the old 
kind. Three or four men can han- 
Thus not only 
are teams released for work on the 
farms, but the cost is cut at least 
one half. It is figured that a mile 
of road can be built under the 
new plan with $50.00 or probably 
a little less while the government 
has always counted on a cost of 
3100.00 a mile with horse drawn 
equipment.

EXPROPRIATION AF ALL 


STOCKS FOOD URGED BY 
THE ASSEMBLY 


London, Ont. June 6—Home mis- 
sion and social service night of the 
general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church measured up to the 
best traditions of the past. Dr. 
Peter Strang brought a message of 
splendid progress from Saskatch- 
ewan, where he is superintendent 
of missions, Rev. Dr. Shearer told 
of the accomplishments and pro- 
gress along the lines of social wel- 
fare, legislation and reform. A 
speaker who made a deep impres- 
sion was a missionary of foreign 
birth, Rev. A. J. Heironen, of 
Copper Cliff, who is working aim- 
ong thirty thousand people of his 
own nationality, the Finns, in Nor- 
thern Ontario, who have settled 
there. 

Capt, Principal C. MeWinnon, 
declared that the compulsory ser- 
vice was the grandest thing in the 
Canadian army. ‘‘It is a libel on 
soldiers,’’ he said ‘‘to say they do 
not prize religion and truth. The 
men are earnest apd reverent.”’ 

Food controller Thompson was 
unable to attend, but was repres- 
ented: by G. W. Jones, who com- 
mended the work the clergy is do- 


ing. to assist...conservations “hel - 
bs: abe of the food board, he 
aid is securing labor to relieve the 
farmer and impressing upon peo- 
ple at large the absolute need of 
saving food. He urged _ that 
ehureh socials be arranged so as 
not to causé the eating of an ex- 
tra meal, 

Dr. Shearer declared the great- 
est work of the social service de- 
partment had not been brought a- 
bout by legislation, but by the a- 
wakening of the public conscience. 

Resolutions relating to social 
problems of Canada were adopted 
by the assembly this afternoon. 
These resolutions urged the ex- 
propriation of all existing stocks 
of food, the sweeping away of 
‘‘the last vestige of graft and bri- 
bery’’ the strictest observance of 
the Sabbath, and the limitation 
of the ravages of venereal diseas- 
es; one of the resolutions severely 
eensured the senate for its rejee- 
tion of certain additions to the 
eriminal code. 

There is a large number of over- 
tures calling for a substantial 
increase in salaries of ministers. 
These overtures will be submitted 
to the special committee. 

Rev. William Shearer, district 
superintendent of missions for 
central Alberta, has submitted his 
resignation of the position. The 
assembly expresses regret in hav- 
ing to aceept the resignation.

CATHOLIC PRIESTS CANNOT 
FIGHT 

Quebec, June 6—‘The priest, 
who is a minister of God of Peace 
has not the permission to shed 
blood,’’ says Cardinal Begin, 
through his secretary Canon Lab- 
orge, in a letter addressed to the 
Quebee Telegram which published 
an item to the effect that he had 
received applications from thirty 
or so local priests, asking that they 
be allowed to go overseas, either 
as chaplains or as combatants. 

‘*Catholic Priests’’ said the car- 
dinal ‘‘are very desirous of ace- 
ompanying ‘soldiers right up to 
the firing lines in order to comfort 
them by their councils, to provide 
for them the consolation of the 
Catholic faith and even go into 
the thick of battle itself to admin- 
ister tha last sacraments. This is 
really the role and duty of the 
Catholic priests. But it will be 
hard for you to find a catholic 
priest so forgetful of his saered 
character to take up arms and 
fight as soldiers. The priest, a 
minister of the God of Peace, has 
not the permission to shed blood. 
The law existing in certain coun- 
tries which force the priests to be- 
come soldiers is as impious as it 
is sacriligious and formally in op- 
position to the order established 
by God.’’.

‘is Over, it is time to think 
and plan regarding the help pro- 
blem for harvest ‘and threshing. 
If we ate blessed with good crops, 
as we sincerely hope to be, it 
means & A ye deal more help will 
be needed than we séeé in sight at 
present. Then we understand 
that the ¢oal operators are now 
looking for additional help to 
speed up greater coal production, 
so as to do their full part in help- 
ing ‘‘keep the home fires burning’? 
during the coming winter. 

Will there be labor troubles in 
the coal mines is a question we 
have been asked more than once 
during the last few wecks? That 
is something no one can answer, 
but anyone sensed to the gravity 
of the responsibilities which the 
war has forced upon civilization 
would surely think that those in 
high places among the various la- 
bor unions would do their best. to 
see to it that labor in common with 
with the valor and patriotism of 
those who are fighting our battles 
would do her full part to protect 
and defend our land and for whom 
so many of our bravest boys have 
donned the khaki to perform 
their full duty, even to the last 
great sacrifice. Lavor must not 
fail. If it does, Tabor’s cause is 
lost. Anyone who has studied 
history and knows the temper.and 
methods of our opponents must 
realize that if such an unthink- 
able thing were to happen as for 
them.to win, the cause of labor 
would be lost for centuries. The 
revelations of the past few yeats 
have made it plain to those who 
love liberty that to enjoy it we 
must make sacrifices for it—fight 
for it. If there be those among us 
who are inclined to hesitate, these 
should remember that those who 
have joined the colors are making 
far, far greater sacrifices than are 
we who remain at home, In de- 
fence of the country, they have 
accepted the call, upon terms fix- 
ed by the country itself Yet in 
all that vast throng, we venture to 
say there is not one, even though 
the rules of war did not forbid, 
who would throw down his rifle 
and walk out of the ranks pend- 
ing adjusments of dirferences. 
They would not do it because in 
their patriotism they would not im- 
peril the safety of the nation. Our 
greatest need today is, that this 
same spirit shall prevail in every 
department of our industrial life. 
Our fighting men, along with those 
of our allies, are vigilantly guard-

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STRONG CRITICISM 


Stoeckmen of the Coronation dis- 
trict have lost so many cattle re- 
centley that they got together the 
other week and organized the 
Farmers Protective Association. 
The purpose of the new organiza- 
tion is as the name implies, to act 
in some sense as a viligance com- 
mittee for the protection of the 
livestock of the district. In ad- 
dition, it was decided to offer re- 
wards of considerable amounts for 
information leading to the arrest 
and convictions of cattle thieves. 

The action of the part of the 
farmers of Coronation district 
should cause provincial police 
authorities to do some tall think- 
ing. During the regime of the 
R.N.W.M.P., in Alberta farmers 
and stock raisers had reasonable 
assurance that sooner or later they 
would recover their stock taken 
from their herds. The mounties 
had a way with them that was ve- 
ry effective in this direction and 
succeeded in making cattle rust 
ling such a dangerous business 
that it ceased to be attractive. 
Since their withdrawal these seems 
to have been a renewal of the ille- 
gal industry 

The provincial force has been 
in operation long enough now to 
have gathered up the lines left by 
the mounties and proven itself as 
competent a body of law enforcers 
as its predecessors. Unfortunat- 
ely, however, the provincial force 
has not been given a fair chance 
to make good.

(Special London Dispatch to 
The Montreal Star) 
The minister of National service 
Sir Auckland Geddes, has issued 


a statement in regard to the first || 


call of the men now liable to mil- 
itary service under the man power 
bill. The first call will include 
men born during 1874-75 and will 
be issued at an early date. The 
Statement explains that the men 
will be called up in groupes accor- 
ing to ages. Men who are of the 
new military age, and who are 
registered as working in one of 
the following occupations, will not 
be called for the present: Agri- 
culture, government construction- 
al work, aerodrome construction, 
mines, Munitions, railways and 
transport and shipbuilding. Men 
who are in certified occupations 
also are protected. 

No man will be called for ser- 
vice until he has been medically 
examined, and every notice calling 
up an older man for service will 
give fourteen days notice of the 
time and place at which he is to 
report. For the time being, how- 
ever, men of the new military age 
will not be called up for service, 
unless in grade 1 or grade 2. It is 
proposed subject to military exig- 
encie, to post the me in grade 1 
to regiments as follows: Combat- 
ant service, home defence, infantry 
and garrison battalions at home 
and abroad. Royal Field Artill- 
ery and Royal Garrison artilery at 
home. 

Grade 2—Auxiliary services at 
home and abroad, such as Royal 
Army Medical Corps, Army Serv- 
ice Corps, motor and horse trans- 
ports, remounts, supplies ete. Ar- 
my ordnance corps, Army Veter- 
inary Corps, Inland Water trans- 
port and Dock, Railway Corps, 
roads and quaries. Such men will 
also be posted to the Royal air for- 
cee for duty with the squadrons, 

Men of the older ages who are 
called up, will have the usual op- 
portunities of becoming officers in 
he various services in the army 
for which they are suited.
